The French infantry held off the

advanced from the opposition side of 
the House. 1 

When Mr. Brewster sat down there 
was a pause In thj* Hodse. no one on 
the treasury benches rising. When the 
opposition saw the temper displayed 
and the lack of disposition on the part 
of the government to reply they let the 
debate drop so far as they were con¬ 
cerned. and the resolution to go into 
committee of supply, on which the 
budget debate take# place, was car¬ 
ried. - . • . _ 

Again the unreadiness of the govern¬ 
ment. so apparent this session, was 
demonstrated. Tha minister of finance 
was not prepared to go ahead, and 
there was a hitch for some minutes 
until the written motions for each In¬ 
dividual vote In the estimates were 
sent for and the minister enabled to 
place the first one before the commit¬ 
tee This was for three-quarters of a 
million for Interest on the public debt.

This Is effected by 
virtue of special warrants which, con¬ 
trary to the practice up to the time 
the present Auditor General took of¬ 
fice, are not presented to the House to 
have the sums voted as supplementary 
estimates. They ere not even report¬ 
ed by the Auditor General, as the law 
itqulns, arid Instances wire pointed 
out where all mention of warrants has 
been suppressed by that official in hls 
report to the House.

H is known that no concession lead¬ 
ing to a declaration of ap actual 
blockade Is made In the note, which 
reiterates the principles set forth in 
the orders tn council and defends their 
Application. In regard to the actual 
administration of these orders, how¬ 
ever. some modifications are granted. 
These concessions are believed to be 
the result of suggestions made by 
Franca.

Washington, March 29.—What will 
-be the next step of the United States 
In the latest submarine Issue probably 
will depend upon the natnrs of the re¬ 
sponse of the German government to 
I inquiries Ambassador Gerard wa# ex¬ 
pected to make to-day.
